Notwithstanding the proclamation which was issued some 
time back, it appears that tortur not yet been fully abolished 
iu Japanese Courts. The J/eruld say: 

In consequence of an ambiguously-worded Government notifi- 
cation with regard to the future necessity of confession as proof 
in criminal cases, the native press claimed for the Government 
redit for having abolished torture, aud with torture one of the 
principal obstacles to the abolition of the extra-territoriality 
clause. Olli reproof was ardininistered to some petty judzes 
who had employed torture in their courts, and had not’ taken 
care to prevent the fact being ventilated in the newspapers. 
Several of the judges have studied law, either at foreign univer- 
sities or at the law college in ‘Tokio under foreizn teachers, and 
it is only fair to presume that they are alive both to the inbu- 
manity and the futility of torture as an aid in artiving at the 
truth in judicial investigations, and it must be sapposed that 
consequently they are averse from resorting to it. But the 
better informed portion of the foreign press persistently refused 
to believe in the total abolition of torture so long as Government. 
refrained from declaring itself in such authentic and unmistak- 
able terms as the gravity of the matter, according to fore 
ideas, demanded. ‘The application of torture mentioned by the 
Hochi Shimbun is for the moment limited to the special court at 
Kiushiu, established for the purpose of trying rebel prisoners, 
and presided over by Oki, the Minister of Justice. 

From the above-named paper we take the following items -— 

Several samurai have been condemned to punishment for plan- 
ning the assassination of dilferent members of the Ministry. 
A great amount of doubt is, however, felt as to whether these 
plots are really genuine. 

‘The results of a censs, taken on the 1st July, 1875, have now 
been compiled, and give the total population of Japan on that 
date at 33,625,678, showing an increase of 325,003 since the pre- 
ceding year. 

An Exhibition will be opened at Ouyeno in the course of the 
month, and, according to the native journals, it is proposed to 
hold an international one, which foreiga nations will be in- 
vited to exhibit, during the year 1883,

must be abolished. 

‘There ave again mysterious rumours of some trouble in Tosa, 
and recently some forty of the Hiogo Ken police were sent 
down there, in obedience to a sudden order. We hear that 
three men who, when they arrived on the native bund, refused 
to obey orders and proceed on board ship, were taken up to the 
jail in custody. 



























































Writing under date of July 28 the Courier’s correspondent 
says 

‘Tt is authoritatively announced that in a few days a new bank 
will be opened in Tientsin, near the mouth of the Grand Canal, 
and opposite to the Vieeroy’s Yamin. It is supposed that this 
potent official is at the bottom of the enterprise, but some of the 
principal men in the China Merchants’ SN. Co. are the ap- 
parent managers. ‘The capital is understood to be between two 
and three hundred thousand taels, and it is said that the inte- 
rest is guaranteed to be not Jess than 5 per cent., whatever that 
may signify. Sycee is to be melted into shoes of a uniform 
weight, and in addition to discounting bills, the bank is to 
issue notes. ‘The effect of the establishment is a matter of ge- 
neral interest. 

















NANKIN 

The correspondent of the Shanghai Courier writes :—The sur- 
viving victims of the powder explosion last month have received 
from the Viceroy Tls. 4 each ; while Ts. 12 have been given to 
the friends of each of the dead. The total number of injured is 
said to have been sixty-three, of whom a third have died. The 
ghosts of the dead return nightly to the house of the mandarin 
who owned the powder, and disturb his slunbers by their un- 
earthly noises. These indignant shades try to force open his 
doors and knock long and vaiuly for admission, I have been 
asked if I knew of auy means of quieting these nocturnal visi- 
tors, hut not cherishing the most pleasant recollections of the 
man I did not manifest much sympathy for him. On the day 
after the explosion he wished me privately to prescribe fora 
wounded servant, but was too proud to permit me to attend to 
the case personally. If the ghosts wish to visit him they should 
not be interfered with. 

‘The Nankin Arsenal has been enlarged during the past year 
Dy an additional foundry and other buildin; As there has 
Leen no foreigner connected with the establishment in any way 
for some time the present state of affairs is very creditable to 
the managers.

WUCHANG. 

Under date of July 28 the Couriers correspondent writes :— 
I have waited patiently for some news of the punishment of 
the riotous sai nts whose wult was the theme of my last 
letter, but as late as two daysazo nothing but correspondence 
was to be heard of. Letters have been ing from Her Ma- 
jesty’s Consul to both the ‘Taoutai and the Viceroy, whose replie 
Are more or lesa satisfactory, as the case may be; but no one 
arrested, aud so far as I know no proclamation issued, thot 
this last without some punishment would be of little a' 
The civil students have also striven to distinguish themselves. 
They were, it seems, gawhling by night, aud were poun 
upon, and a good number of them taken to the city magistrate’s 
Yamen. Next day several hundred of them went to the Chefu’ 
to clamour for their release, but the gates were closed in thei 
faces, and as they were persistent and rowdy some foreign armed 
troops were let out the back way, and so coming upon them from 
the rear captured a number of the ringleaders, The worthy 
magistrate does not lack energy when it pleases him to do jus- 
tice. But popularity is preferable to siding too demonstratively 
with the outside barbarian, be the treaties never so plain. We 
have had hot days of late, which make us wish it were as near 
the end of August as it is now to that of sultry July. 


WENCHOW. 

The Daily News correspondent writes :— 

It is rumoured here that the C.M.S.N. Co. intend running a 
ateamer,probably the Hankwang,between the porta of Shanghai, 
Fovochow, Wenchow, and Ningpo. Should they do so, both 
rates of freight and passage on this line will doubtless come 
down considerably. Cases of opium-poisoning are very frequent 
here, aud _on several occasions the Chinese have sent for the 
resident European doctor, but only when the patient was dead. 
The respective 1elatives were not a little surprised when the 
doctor told them he could uot bring the dead to life. It has 
been raining here for several days again, and everything gets 
mildewed. 


























































































SHANGUAL 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 5th 
August; the P. andO. mail from London, June 22, was received 
on the 2nd August. 

The locust plugue was, at the date of the last mnil, causing 
further anxiety in the Settlement. Clouds of the insects were 
@ over certain portions of the district between 
Shanghai and Woosung, Small bodies were scen crossing the 
railway on the 26th July, but the main swarm did uot arrive 
till next day, when the numbers were so large that the ticlds on 
both sides the line, the line itself, and the very air were filled 
with them for an almost incredible distance. The flying army is 
said to have been so numerous that as the trains sped along the 
drivers caught the insects by handfuls. But slight damage, 
however, appears to have been done to the crops, though that is 
possibly to be attributed to the fact that the insects did not 
settle, those which halted taking wing again almost immediately. 
Some stragglers were found, it is said, in the public garden and 
elsewhere in the Settlement. 

A native paper, the Sunpvo, gives a sad account of the deaths 
of five beggars, after partaking of a hearty meal of the flesh of 
a dog shot by the Municipal Police, It appears that they found 
and surreptitiously took away a earease lying on the side of the 
road, roasted, and shortly disposed of it. Soon after the meal 
was over they were seized with violent pains in the stomach, 
and after rolling on the ground in great agony for a time, ex- 

ired. It does not appear that any effort was made to eave their 
ives. 

The charge of perjury against Chang Van-ho and Ho Chu- 
arising out of the Z'uxsin collision case, has been again before 
the Mixed Court. Two additional witnesses were produced, and 
after they had been examined, and the case argued at great 
length, the Court reserved its decision.

On the 6th August the barometer fell to 29°52, 
and during the afternoon, with a high temperature and a still

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the neck,and there were traces of blood froma spot in Aberdeen- 
street, where the wounds had evidently been inflicted. The jury 
found the prisoners guilty of manslaughter, and Giacomo was 
sentenced to three years’ penal servitude and Pacheor to two 
years’ hard labour, the judge holding that there was some evi- 
dence of the latter having at ane timo tried to pavify his com- 








"The eleventh ordinary meeting of the shareholders of the 
China Traders’ Insurance Company was held at the offices, Hong 
Kong, on the 3lst ult. ‘The report and accounts were adopted 
nem. con. An extraordinary meeting was subsequently held, at 
which, after some little discussion, it was decided to add the 
following regulation to the articles of association :—“The com- 
pany may, by special resolution, so modify the conditions con- 
tained in its memorandum of association as by sub-division of 
its existing shares to divide its capital shares of smaller amount 
than is fixed by the memorandum of association.”

‘An inquest has been held at the Government Civil Hospital 
on the boly of agirl named Tsang Amni, aged fifteen years, 
which had been exhumed by order of the Coroner. It appeared 
that a woman named Leong Alai, living in No. 42, Peel- 
street, was seen by a Portuguese named A. Dos Santos, who 
lives at the corner of Elyin and Peel-streets, to beat a girl 
severely at seven o'clock last Mon lay morning, and the girl 
died at three p.u., and was buried at four p.s. Mr. Santos 
spoke toa Sikh constable, but, from what Dr. Eitel said, who had 
heard something of this a! through his Chinese servants, it 
was understood that the constable only replied “m ” Dr. 
Eitel therefore mentioned this matter to a Chinese lokong, but 
fearing the lokong would not make a report, he went himself 
to the station, and reported. It appeared, however, that the 
Sikh constable had already made a report, and that’ Inspector 
Lindsay was waiting for a Chinese detective to accompany him 
to make inquiries. From what the Inspector heard, he applied 
to the Coroner to have the body exhumed, ‘The inquest had not 
been concluded when the mail left. 

The above paper extracts the following from a private letter 
from Amoyanent Dr. Douglas's dewise :—*It will be remembered 
that there have been three cases of death from cholera among 
the Europeans in this port, two marines of H.M.S. J/ornet and 
a mate belonging to a mercantile vessel. Now we have another 
death to chronicle, that of Dr. Douglas. ‘The poor gentleman 
died within afew hours after the first attack, He seemed to 

ave been quite prepared to meet his fute, as he thanked his 
physician when he was informed of his dangerous state, and said 

e would first of all send a telegram to his family at home, 
which he did, saying he wasdying. Afterwards he arranged all 
his papers with admirable quietness, and having done so breathed 

is last, leaving many to deplore his death, for he was much be- 

oved and esteemed by both the natives and Europeans in the 

Jace. He is said to have been the most hard-working and 

ssiduous man of his calling in this port.” 

The Overland Trade Keport, commenting upon the proposed 
native company for the manufacture of Piece Goods, in Shanghai, 
says :—“ The Chiuese would fain do without Indian opium and 
Lancashire cottons ; they ave willing to sell us their surplus tea 
and silk for hard cash, but they do not care to let money go out 
of the country, Moreover, they object to the influence which 
foreign customs and inventions are gaining in China, and hence 
they desire to get rid of them by auy means that present them- 
selves. If an attempt is really made to establish cotton mills 
in Shanghai, and succeeds, it will, of course, prejudicially 
affect the demand for Lancashire fabrics. But we are bound to 
say that some of the Lancashire manufacturers have done their 
best to bring foreign piece goods into disrepute by the scandalous 
manner in which they have adulterated them, This fact hos un- 
d oubtedly operated to prejudice the Chinese against them, and 
has consequently helped to prepare the way for a good reception 
of cottons made on the spot if they are anything like equal to 
foreign goods in texture. It is possible, of course, that the na- 
tives may exhibit some prejudice against such an enterprise at 
first, butif it is started under official auspices no serious manifes- 
ation of ill-will need be expected. The scheme was mooted 
ome time since, but no definite proposal has ever been made on 
he subject before. Just at present, however, the Government 

ffers are in a rather exhausted condition, and consequently the

SINGAPORE. 

The present P. and 0, mail brings advices from this port to 
he 18th August ; the French mail from London, July 13, was 
eceived on the 13th August. We take the following items of 
telligence from the Straits Times :— 

The following is the present position of affairs in regard to the 
Moar State :—H.H. the Maharajah of Johore is, with the con- 
ent, if not at the desire, of the Government here in charge of 


he Moar State. His Highness is said to have had a covetous 
ye upon it for a long time, and to have brought pressure in the 








shape of bribes, threats, and personal persuasion upon the late 
weak-minded Sultan Ali, to indice him to make a formal cession 
of it, as his father did of Johore to the Maharajab’s father. 
Although always in debt and difficulties, Sullan Ali firmly re- 
fased to part with the sole remaining patrimony of his family, 
old Royal house of Johore, which was secured to him by the 
y of loth March, 1855, under the sanction of the British 
Government. ince Sultan Ali’s death adeliberate attempt has 
Deen mivle to ignore and xct aside the claims of his eldest son, 
Tunku Alam, who, by birth and blood, is the proper heir, in 
favour of a younger son, Tunkn Mahmood, ‘The Maharajah 
is said to favour Tunku Mabmood’s claims for his own purposes. 
A portion of our merchants here advocate the annexation of the 
State to Johore in the general interests of trade and for the de- 
velopment of the country, ‘The Government have made no sign 
beyoud sanctioning the Maharajah’s taking charge of the State 
pending a decision as to the succession and a declaration that the 
title of Sultan of Johore is now extinct, A week before his 
death Sultan Ali, under the influence of his wife, Tunku Mah- 
mood’s mother and her relatives, made a will in favour of 
‘Touka Mahmood, but it was not signed till the day before he 
died, when he was ta articulo mortis, and then only, it is said, 
vith a mark, the Sultan’s hand being held, in the presence of 
Mr. Isemonger, Police Magistrate of Malacca. This will is 
propounded as excluding the claims of Tanku Alam, and 
as Tuvkn Mahmood is merely a boy of eleven, who 
is entirely in the lands of ‘the Maharajah of Johore, 
the whole affair is looked upon with the greatest suspicion 
by the natives. Beyond all question Tunku Alam is the 
rightful heir, and were a Sir Stamford Rafiles here he would be 
acknowleds such without more ado. As there is not, Tanku 
‘Alam has to appeal to the See of State to do him right. 
The State isa small one, but is said to be rich in alluvial gold 
deposits. It is entirely undeveloped as yet, and the population 
is a very sparse one. is Excellency the Administrator has paid 
a visit to it to judge for himself as to the state of affairs, ascend- 
ing the Moar river, in the ?uto, the southern boundary of the 
State, for sume distance. It will be scen that the headmen told 
his Excellency that the population wished annexation to Jchore, 
but there is (oo much reason to believe that this expression of 
opinion was got up to order, and Lad more regard to his Excel- 
's supposed wishes than the trath, One fact speak volumes; 
the real Tumongong of Mcar is a prisoner in Juhore, because 
he upholds Tanku claims, and the Tumongong who ap- 
peared is Excellency is said to have been aucther man 
appointed by the Maharajah of Johore. 

The Hon. Johu Douglas, C.M.G., Colonial Secretary, pro- 
ceeds to Perak in the Colonial steamer Pluto on a visit of in- 
spection and for other purposes. The chiefs and people seem 
uow to have accepted with satisfaction the new order of thin, 
and to have settled down with some feelings of security. The 
British bark Cotherstone, with the ex-Sultan Abdullah and other 
chiefs of Perak, arrived at Anjer on the 10th July, and Captain 
Blanche has reported to the cl.arterers here all well on board. 
From Salangore advices report continued financial progress, 
In Sunghie Ujong, Rambowe and Johole all is quiet, On his 
recent visit to Moar river his Excellency Col. Anson was met 
by Tonka Antar and the other chiefs of the small inland States, 
and received sitisfactory assurances as to the state of affairs with 
them. 

Mr. Hugh Low, H.M.’s Resident in Perak, has been making 
a sort of progress through portions of Perak, for the laudable 
purpose of making himself personally acquainted with the capa- 
bilities of the country and the wishes and dispositions of the 
chiefs and pzople. Mr. Low kept a diary of his journey for the 
information of Government. It contains a full account of Mr. 
Low's journey to Kinta and Kampar, which are considered the 
richest districts in Perak, and, we have no doubt, will be read 
with much interest by our readers. Very satisfactory accounts, 
we are informed, continue to be received from Mr. Low of the 
general state of affairs in Per 

‘The Celestials in Juhore terrilory seem to be even more daring 
than their brethren in Singapore. In the beginning of last 
month about fifteen of them succeeded in robbing the house of 
the head Chinaman of the Puchah Priok River, and.in a few 
days afterwards they again attacked the same premises, when, 
in addition to robbery, they murdered the owner of the house 
alodger, anda coolie, ‘The Johore authorities, we regret to 
state, were slow in communicating with the police here in the 
matter, and great difficulties in arresting the suspected offenders 
have consequently arisen, but nine Chinese are now in custody 
on suspicion, ani it is probable four of them at least will be 
handed over to the Johore authorities, to be dealt with by 
them. Mr. Maxwell, the Superintendent of Police, has ha 
we believe, much trouble iu this case, and the supineness of the 
Tohore Government is not creditable. 

The steamer Ajodeahaven returned from the wreck of the 
Gloria, and it is probable that the idea of getting the steamer 
off the reef will be abandoned by the present Company. The 
tongkang employed in taking the cargo had beeu lost, and there 
had been very heavy weather in the quarter where the wreck is 
lying. Not unlikely the wreck will be resold, ar there is a great 

leal of valuable material, such as steam-winches, anchors and 
chains and other stores on board. 
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Perhaps the most noteworthy incident has been a small scare 
about our rice supply, For a day or two there were rumours of 
an impending famine, and prices went up to $4.5) and $5_ per 

icul. Reports were current that the export of grain from 

angkok and Saigon would shortly be prohibited. Prices have, 
however, fallen greatly within the last day or two, and there is 
reason to believe that the running up of prices and the cireula- 
tion of alarming rumours was the work of a ring of interested 
dealers, who have been making large profits thereby, Supplies 
in Bangkok and Saigon are now known to be ample, rain has 
fallen abundantly iu both countries, and there is no prospect of 
any prohibition of export.

position which he occupied at the time of his doth. Emi- 
nently aselfmade man, Mr. Dick had the rare quality of 
being in no way elated by his success. Possessed of high 
talents, which he took constant pains to extend, and of 
great information (not only asa linguist, but upon a vast 
variety of subjects), he adorned them with a modesty of 
demeanour rarely found in those who owe their advanee- 
ment exclusively to themselves, and upon whom the robe of 
authority too often sits with ill effect. These qualities en- 
deared him to large numbers both in China and at home; 
and in his death the Customs Service loses a most valuable 
officer, while all who were acquainted with Mr. Dick have 
to lament an esteemed and respected friend.

In the 
Peshawur Division during the Sepoy mutiny in 1858, He entered the

There has been an outbreak of fire on board Her Majesty's ship 
Turqoise, lying in the Medway. The ship had been put in commission, 
but there were a few odd jobs requiring completion by the dockyard 
workmen. ‘The gunner of the Turqoise had just drawn from the 
storehouse a bale of tow, and placed it temporarily in what is known. 
as the handing-room of the fire magazine. A caulker went below to 
stop some seams, carrying a naked candle. He tripped over a coil of 
rope, and the candle fell into the bale of tow, which blazed up in an 
instant. Finding that he could not extinguish the rapidly-increaaing 
fire, the man ran on deck and gave the alarm. Fortunately a party 
of police were at fire-drill close by, and so the engines were on the spot 
sooner than would otherwise have been possible, 

‘The Sirius has had her engines thoroughly overhauled at Keyham, 
and placed on board, at a cost of £2,525. The whole of the damagein 
the late trials has been found to have arisen through inattention. The 
friction cone, not being acrewed, slipped from its position, and allowed 
the engines to race, thereby throwing an enormous, unequal strain 
upon the fixed parts, and producing their collapse. Her repairs will 
be completed in about three weeks, when she will proceed to the North 
American and West India Station to relieve the Dryad.

They’ wisely 
accepted the prsition with a good grace, and toiled for some time with 
the French citizena Fortunately the Minister had the side of the 
empty buckets. At last. a French officer beeame acquainted with the 
facts, and with maint bows released the distinguished diplomatists. All 
this comes of alopting European costume. ‘The pigtail of his Excel- 
lency Kuo would have saved him from thus being sent to hard labour. 
a glad, however, to be able to report that the matter has been 
amicably settled, and th:it neither Lord Derby nog the Duke Decazes 
is to be troubled with representations on the subject. But if a 
similar contretempa had occurred to Sir Harry Parkes, in Tokio, surely 
an indemnity or an abject apology would have been demanded’ under 
threats of a bombardment of some peaceful town. I recommend the 
forbearance of his Excellency Wooyeno Kagenori to the notice of the 
Foreign-offices of England and France.

THIS MAIL'S NEWS. 

Asa pendant to the disasters experienced in the south 
of China through the floods, apprehensions have been ex- 
cited at Peking by protracted drought ; and, as appears 
from the Gazelle, prayers for rain h: been offered up 
the Emperor. The heavy and continuous rains which 
usually set in about the end of June, and last throughout 
Tuly, have been entirely absent this year, only one or two 
thunder-showers having occurred ; and it was felt. that if 
the drought were to last over the 23rd or 25th the 
autumn crops of millet, on which the population of the 
surrounding country largely depend for their subsistence, 
would be lost. The only mitigating feature in the prospect 
was the abundant wheat harvest, gathered in mid June. 
Fortunately for the public weal rain fell at length on the 
21st of July, and unless drought should again super: 
vene, the crops are likely to come up to an average. 
The accounts cuncerning the locust plague are still 
such as to cause alarm, but in some districts they 
do not appear to have ‘caused so much injury to the 
crops as from their numbers was to be feared. The new 
port of Wenchow appears to be of suflicient importance to 
induce a regular steamer service to it, and it is stated that 
the China Merchants’ Company will probably run. one of 
their vessels regularly with it, in conjunction with Shang. 
hai, Ningpo, and Foochow. It is noticed that the Nankin, 
Arsenal has been enlarged, and is going on well, notwith- 
standing that there has been no foreigner connected with it 
for the past year. Something in the direction of the intro- 
duction of an improved currency seems likely to take place 
through the establishment of a Bank at Tientsin, which is 
to melt syce into shoes of uniform weight, and also 
to issue Bank notes. Nothing has been done of a 
definite character towards the punishinent of those 
concerned in the Wuchang outrage, nor, up to latest 
dates, had any proc Deen issued by the 
officials on the subject. An important step is fore- 
shadowed as likely to be taken at Shanghai, namely, the 
establishment of a native factory of piece goods. The 

matter is in a somewhat vague shape in the present stance, 
but whether anything come of it at once or not it will 
certainly be wise for the Manchester manufacturers to take 
warning and to cease inviting competition of this character 
by a continuance of the suicidal policy of “ heavy sising, 
by which their goods are artificially weighted. Apprehen- 
sions of a typhoon have been felt at Hong Kong, 

From Japan the news by the present mail indicates that 
the insurrection was still dragging along, but it was evident 
that the Imperialists were gaining ground. Miyako-no- 
shiro, a place naturally of great strength, and where the 
rebels were expected to make adeterinined stand, had been 
captured by the troops after a seemingly slight resistance, 
and in fact most of the engagements reported were, if any 
reliance could be placed on the published statements of the 
killed and wounded, but mere skirmishes. The native 
feamels spoke of the final crushing of the rebellion in 

‘ovember, when the cooler weather would have set in.

here are awaiting an expression of opinion on the part of 
that of India, and pending its receipt, matters continue 
in stutu quo, Meantime the prospects of material progress 
in China, which have for some time past. been shadowed 
forth, appear to be sadly diminishing in strength, and 
seem to be drifting back into the stagnation which 
has characterised them tor some y past. Considering 
the pressure which Sir Thomas WADE brought to bear upon 
the Chinese, it is most unsatisfactory to find that they now 
contemplate the abolition of the Woosung Railway, and 
that there seems to be every reason to believe that they 
purchased it with the distinet intention of putting an end 
to its being used, although actual experiment had clearly 
demonstrated its value, and proved that it was popular 
with the people generally. With respect to mines, no ma- 
terial progress has been made towards the introduction of 
European’ appliances for the development of the vast 
iineral resources of China, a subject which has been much 
agitated for many years past; and thus, although some 
gleams of hope have been held forth, it unfortunately ap- 
pears, now that immediate pressure has been withdrawn, 
that these hopes are, like so many others of the same kind, 
destined to disappointment. The idea of introducing. rail- 
ways into Formosa (to which place it will be recollected it 
at one time contemplated to transport the Woosung 

Line) is unfort tunately one little likely to come to practica 

results, and the scheme, if ever seriously entertained, can- 
not be considered to have any substantial foundation. 
Indeed, we understand that surveys which have been made 
by competent professional authorities prove conclusively 
that railways in that island could not possibly pay, and. 
that, in point of fact, Formosa would be the very worst 
field for the iron road that could be selected’ in the 
Chinese Empire. A line from Shanghai to Soochow, &c., 
or from Tientsin to the capital, would form a feasible 
enterprise, and would undoubtedly prove remunerative ; 
and it seems very strange, it the Chinese Government is 
in earnest, that it should pass over these places in favour 
of one which offers the least possible encouragement. As 
regards the prospects of telegraphy in Formosa, to which 
attention was recently called by the memorial from the 
Taoutai of Tarwan, it can scarcely be hoped that they will 
be largely extended in the absence of railways ; and even 
if the project be carried out, it is still a subject of regret 
that but little has been done on the mainland. As we 
recently pointed out, the two short lines which have 
been erected show that it is possible to establish the 
telegraph in China; and it is to be regretted that 
amore promising field for furthering this enterprise has 
not been selected than Formosa. It may be hoped that 
something more will be done in this direction, and the last 
accounts from China are more satisfactory than those 
hitherto received ; but with respect to mines and railways 
—the two most important material enterpri matters 
are certainly by no means encouraging; and we trust 
that in their representations with regard to the Chefoo 
Convention the London Committee of the Shanghai 
Chamber will lay stress upon these points, and endeavour 
ns which will directly tend to 
ial progress in China.

THE MOAR STATE. 

WE are sorry to see that Acting-Governor ANSON has 
thought the matter of the succession to the Sultanship of 
the Moar State of sufficient importance to leave his seat of 
government of the Straits Settlements and proceed him- 
self to that territory. This is not the way to maintain 
our prestive among the natives. The chief representative 
of the British vernment should have found some one 
else to have made this visit and report on it for any 
information which might have been required on the 
subject. Malays and other Asiatics are peruealadly keen 
in finding out how to intrigue, and it is of the last import- 
ance that our chief authority remain in his own castle 
and make use of his subordinates for excursions into 
native States. With the lamentable results which attended 
Lord Mayo’s visit to the Convict Establishment it is sur- 
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prising that Colonel Anson should have perpetrated such 
fa mistake. The sooner he is relieved of the responsibilities 
attaching to the government of the Straits the better. 





THE LAW COURTS AT SHANGHAI. 

In the report made by the Committee of the Aborigines’ 
Protection Society upon the proceedings of the Conference 
‘on International Law at Antwerp, @ somewhat curious 
mistake is fallen into with reference to Judicial proceedings 
in China. It is said, “In China the Treaty of Tientsin 
« provides that disputes between British and Chinese sub- 
« jects shall be settled by mutual concert between the offi- 
«cial representatives of the two countries. Nevertheless, 
“ it appears that although when a British subject brings an 
“ action against a Chinese in a Chinese Court a British offi- 
« cial is allowed to be present inthe capacity of assessor, 
“ yet, that, when similar actions are tried in the British 
« Court at Shanghai, no Chinese official is permitted to sit 
“with the judge. Such an absence of reciprocity is not 
“ likely to impress the Celestial mind with a sense of the 
« superiority of British justice.” It is evident that the 
writer of the above remark is not aware of the difference 
of jurisdiction according as the defendant is a Chinaman 
or a British subject; the matter falling in the former 
case entirely under Chinese law and in the latter en- 
tirely under British Law. The difference between Chinese 
and English jurisprudence will be sufficient to satisfy the 
most punctilious of the reasonableness both of there being 
‘a consular assessor in the Chinese Court and there not being 
one inthe English Court. Sir Thomas Wane in his recent 
memorandum, alluding to this subject, says, after detailing 
a specimen of the manner in which justice is administered 
in China—‘It is in vain to talk of the abandonment of 
“ our ex-territorial jurisdiction in China, so long as_bur- 
« Jesques so revolting are dignified by the name of judicial 
“ proceedings.” 











Sr Davip WeppErBURN, an ex-M.P., has addressed _a 
letter from Yokohama to the London Daily News, in which, 
referring to Russian encroachments in the direction of Japan, 
he expresses his opinion that though it may be too much to 
say that the cession of Saghalien to Russia by the Japanese 
Government was one cause of the civil war in the south- 
west, it is certain that this was one of the indictments 
brought by the malcontents against the present advisers of 
the MIKaDo. He considers that although Japan will pro- 
pably experience considerable financial ditficulties in the 
immediate future, there seems to be no cause for appre- 
hending that she will be unable to overcome them.

the vessel demanded his release and an investigation iuto the matter 
by the Brazilian anthorities, As we learn by tevegram that the Vineta 
has left for Plymouth, the whole affair will have been settled.

The Java Budget for 1878 was laid before the members of the 
Second Chamber. It proposes that from 1S7¥ foreigners in Java, both 
European and Asiatic, should pay a personal tax and patent duty. It 
is estimated that the amount yielded by these imposta would: reach 
1,000,000 florins, The Budget further proposes the construction of 
milwaya by the State between Buitenzorg and Tjiljalengka and 
Madiven aud Blitar. The salaries of the Deputy Residents are to be 
increased, and three schoule are to be established for the sone of chiefs 
and native functicnaries. It shows that, in consequence of public 
works, the construction of railways there is to cover a deficit of sixteen 
millions, for which a loan will be issued. From the favourable balances 
during the years 1867-1875 there are still in cash nine millions, bit ag 
it must be expected that the servico of 1876 will be most unfavourable, 
this amount will be absorbed by the fixed contributions to our treasury 
of ten millions. This result must partly be ascribed to the large coffe 
crop, 80 that fire and a-quarter millions was wanted more than in 
former years for this purpose, Though there is an unfavourable balance 
of sixteen millions to cover it must nut be conchided that the finances 
are in a deplorable state. This amount is wanted in 1373 for the har- 
bour-works at Batavia, to take measures in order to prevent inunda- 
tious, to construct railways in Middle-Java, to buy the rail Batavia- 
Buitenzorg, &c. It was alrendy resolved by former Minster to pro- 
vide this sum by a loan, and therefore the present Minister brings for- 
ward the principal, Before the loan is issued a special Bill will be laid 
before Parliament.

The Tea market during the past week has been very de- 
essed, consequent upon the large amount which has been on 
offer ; and the feeling that the shipments from China show no 
falling off, so that no advantage can result from holding. The 
custom of selling in six to nine chest lots at the public sales with- 
out reserve has been abandoned, and lines of 200. and more chests 
were yesterday sold at from Gf. to 8d. ‘The large export 
from China is explained by the written advices from Shanghai 
to 28th July, which quote unprecedentedly high prices for second 
crop leaf, namely, from Tis. 30 to Tis. 40 per picul, which would 
show profits to the Chinese of about 6d. to 9d. per Ib. A por- 
tion of these teas has come to hand and they are described by 
a broker as “Quality good to superior, range of prices in 
unison with current demand ; say fine Ningchows strong and 
foll flavoured, 1a. 5d. to Is. 7d. and useful Uopacks, strong and 
fresh pungent flavour, 11d. to 1s. 1d. ‘The general run of the recent 
importa are not of desirable quality, and dealers have had a 















































busy week picking out parcels of distinctive character, for which 
rei erative prices ; but the mass of tea to hand shows 
considerable loss, owin i d_cost in China, though 
the pureh: were chiefly made on the gloomy outturn of first 
crop teas, leading to the inference that operators in Shanghai 
must have been strongly influenced by a belief in a short supply, 
which telegraphic advices show was at all events not warranted 
at the time.” ‘The last telegrams repeat the assurances of small 

















‘ supplies, and it is estimated that the export from China may be 


eleven to fifteen millions short ; but it is to be borne in mind 
that these statements are always based upon Chinese informa- 
tion, and have to be accepted with great caution, 

The total quantity of tea delivered from the bonded ware- 
houses in London’ for the week ended September 15 was 
4. b., or about 3% per cent. higher than the deliveries of 
the previous week. Of this total 2,357,7561b. was for home con- 
sumption, 84 exported, 829,724Ib. was removed 
coastwise, 1 seat coastwise for exportation, and 
4,7971b. was for ships’ stor There was also an increase of 6§ 
percent. in the duty received, the total being £59,694. 

The Silk market continues better, and its position is stronger, 
but the movement, such as it is, has been very slow, and manu- 
facturers are already crying out that they cannot afford the small 
advance asked for, "In fact, unless there be some early prospect 
of peace in Europe aud some improvement in the aspect of 
political atfairs in France, neither of which events appears very 
probable, there seems little likelihood of permanent and  satis- 
factory improvement. 

In ‘the Produce Markets there has been a continued ab- 
sence of animation, but values of most of the leading arti- 
cles remain. unaltered. ‘The market for Coffee has been 
favourably influenced by the result of the Dutch sale, which 
went off at an advance of $ to I per cent. above valua- 
tions, and coloury descriptions of Plantation Ceylon are 
higher. Sugar has been firm, with an advancing tendency ; 
a considerable business has been done in China, but nothing in 
































Penang or Manila, Business in Rice has been wholly suspended. 
Black Pepper maintains the recent improvement, but White ex- 


hibits an easier tendency, owing to extensive supplies.

YOKOHAMA, 

The present P, and O, mail brings advices from this port to 
the Ist Angust, and we have advices ede San Francisco ten 
days later, viz., to the 11th Augast. The French mail from 
London, Sune 15, arrived out on the 29th July, and the follow- 
ing P. and O. mail of June 22 was received on the 4th August, 

The present mail brings but litle local news from this port, 
and the papers are chiefly filled with accounts of the journey of 
his Imperial Majesty the Mikado from Kioto to Tokio, which 
took place on the It has attracted special attention 
from the fact that the journey was performed in a merehant- 
steamer, instead of in a man-of-war, It appears that when it 
was notified that the Emperor and the Court were about to re- 
turn to Tokio fom Kioto Mr. I. Yataro, of the Mitsa Bishi 
Mail S.S. Co,, placed one of his boats at the disposal of his Ma- 
jesty, who graciously aceopted the oiler, and the Miroshima Mur 
was despatched to Kobe to bring the Emperor back to the capital. 
The ship was beautifully fitted out for the occasion, special arrange- 
ments being made to gratify the tas‘e and promote the comfort of 
his Majesty. ‘Lhe ship being exclusively Pr this voyage, at the 
service of the Mikado, of coutse neither passengers nor cargo were 
taken, Mr, Iwasaki expressed much pleasure that his offershould. 
have been accepted, for he interpreted it to signify that the Empe- 
ror not ouly has confidence in the management of the Mitsu Bishi 
Company, but that he takes an interest in its success, as mani- 
fested Ly his Majesty’s return in a commercial steamer of the 
ustead of a man-of-war, The weather was fortunately 
all that could be desired, and everything went well. Both the 
Emperor and Empress seemed to’ thoroughly enjoy the voyaze, 
and expressed their entire satisfaction with all the arrangements 
A few days after its termination, and, as a token of his Ma- 
jesty’s appreciation of Mr. Iwasaki’s considerate services, the 
Emperor bestowed upon him a number of very valuable pre- 
sents, conspicuous amongst which may be mentioned a large 
gold excé cup.—sakudzuki,—bearing the Imperial crest, and 
several very c!iwive old curios, the private property of his Ma- 
jesty ; in these are included a splendid gold lacquered cabinet—
